STORES  AND  VEHICLES. 

Attention  is  being  given  to  the  cleanliness  of  vehicles,  wrappers, 
etc.,  used  for  bringing  meat  into  the  district  and  for  conveying 
meat  to  the  shops,  and  the  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

The  men  who  handle  such  meat  are  compelled  to  wear  clean 
overalls. 

There  is  no  public  abattoir. 

All  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  Maesycwmmer. 


OTHER  FOODS. 

Meat,  fish  and  fruit  shops  are  regularly  visited,  and  the  food 
exposed  for  sale  or  stored  is  examined. 

Pork  butchers’  premises,  where  sausage  meat  and  small  goods 
are  prepared,  receive  great  and  constant  attention. 

Bakehouses  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the  sanitary  conditions 
are  noted  and  dealt  with  as  required. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  recorded  in  the  district 
during  1953.
